Annual  Report  of 
Medical  Officer  of  Health 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1959. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Rural  District  of  South  East 
Derbyshire. 

It  is  my  privilege  and  honour  to  present  this  my  sixth  Report, 
and  the  first  since  this  Authority  took  unto  itself  the  new  name  of 
South  East  Derbyshire  R.D.C.  This  was  celebrated  by  all  departments 
of  the  Authority  moving  tO'  new  premises  in  St.  Mary’s  Gate.  At 
last,  therefore,  all  departments  are  now  under  one  roof  and  not  occupy¬ 
ing  scattered  offices  throughout  the  town.  This,  undoubtedly,  will 
result  in  a  more  efficient  service  to  the  public  and  rate-payers  of  the 
district,  whom  we  serve. 

At  the  end  of  a  decade  it  is  usual  to  review  the  past  and  comment 
on  the  progress  made.  I  have,  therefore,  compiled  a  table  comparing 
1939  and  1949  with  1959.

The  Reports  of  1939  and  1949  were  both  presented  by  my 
predecessor  Dr.  S.  Hunt.  The  first  consisted  of  several  typewritten 
foolscap  sheets  ;  a  reminder  of  the  days  of  tribulation  which  were 
to  come.  The  second  contained  the  comment  :  — 
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A  garage  and  repair  depot  for  the  Council’s  motor  vehicles 
was  established  during  the  year  on  land  at  Spondon.  The 
present  premises  are  of  a  temporary  construction,  but  it  is  the 
Council’s  intention  that  a  permanent  building  be  provided 
as  soon  as  the  necessary  authority  can  be  obtained.” 

This  project  has  not  yet  been  commenced  but  revised  plans  in¬ 
corporating  all  departments  which  function  at  the  Spondon  depot  have 
been  prepared,  and  the  erection  of  a  permanent  depot  agreed  to  in 
principle  by  the  Council.  r 

The  Clean  Air  Policy  of  the  Council  continued  and  it  was  agreed, 
after  consultation  with  our  neighbouring  Authority,  Derby  Borough, 
to  make  part  of  the  Breadsall  Hilltop  Estate  a  Smokeless  Zone  under 
the  Clean  Air  Act.  These  houses  have  installed  in  them  the  latest 
fireplaces  and  appliances  as  approved  under  the  Clean  Air  Act.  The 
District’s  first  designated  Smokeless  Zone  is  at  Spondon  and  has 
been  sanctioried  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  to 
commence  from  1st  April,  1960.  This  procedure  represents  a  change 
of  policy  in  that  the  Council  in  the  past  have  created  Smokeless  Zones 
by  means  of  a  tenancy  agreement  with  the  occupiers  of  Council 
Estates. 

During  the  year,  a  mobile  exhibition  was  held  for  one  week  on 
the  Ladybower  Estate,  Spondon,  giving  advice  and  instruction  on  the 
correct  use  of  smokeless  fuels,  by  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Solid 
Smokeless  Fuels  Federation  and  the(  East  Midlands  Gas  Board.  My 
thanks  are  due  to^  the  assistance  given  by  these  bodies. 

During  the  yeaFv324  new  Council  houses  were  erected,  bringing 
the  number  that  the  Council  posses  to  4,495.  This  consists,  of  1,124 
pre-war  dwellings,  3,241  post-war  houses  and  126  post-war  pre-fabri- 
cated  bungalows.  There  being  no  official  Ministry  of  Housing  alloca¬ 
tion  regarding  houses  tO'  be  built  by  Authorities,  the  Council  decided 
to  concentrate  on  their  Slum  Clearance  programme,  and  also  to  include 
in  their  total  a  number  of  houses  for  general  needs.  The  five  year 
Slum  Clearance  programme  of  this  Authority  envisages  dealing  with 
112  unfit  habitations  per  year. 

Unfortunately,  problems  arose  concerning  the  pre-fabricated 
bungalows  at  Spondon,  fifty  in  all.  After  consultation  with  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  Inspectors,  it  was  finally  agreed  that  these 
dwellings  would  have  to  be  considered  unfit  for  further  habitation 
and  that  they  were  beyond  economic  repair.  21  tenants  in  the  worst 
accommodation  were  re-housed  during  the  year.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  this  was  the  correct  policy  and  that  the  bungalows  had  fulfilled 
their  useful  life,  as  conditions  in  theni  were  rapidly  deteriorating. 
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Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  84  houses  and  Compul¬ 
sory  Purchase  Orders  relating  to  39  houses.  Confirmation  by  the 
Ministry  was  received  in  connection  with  Clearance  Orders  for  79 
houses  and  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  for’  19  houses. 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  building  some  30'%  of 
bungalows  in  its  housing  programme,  since  the  need  for  this  type  of 
accommodation  is  increasing  year  by  year. 

At  Sandiacre  a  Group  Scheme  for  the  Elderly  consisting  of  16 
bungalows  and  accommodation  for  a  warden  were  erected  and 
occupied.  The  accommodation  and  amenities  are  much  appreciated 
by  the  old  people  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  be  re-housed.  It  is 
the  policy  of  the  Housing  Committee,  as  far  as  finance  allows,  to 
extend  this  type  of  development  according  to  need  throughout  the 
District,  Further  bungalows  for  the  elderly  are  in  the  course  of 
erection  in  the  parishes  of  Chaddesden,  Spondon  and  Stanley  Com¬ 
mon. 

Where  possible,  housing  priority  is  given  to^  tuberculosis  cases,  so 
as  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  and  to  assist  in  the  rehabiliation 
of  the  individual  and  family  in  a  good  environment. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  in  respect  of  infectious 
diseases  was  878  compared  with  1,552  for  1958,  showing  a  reduction 
of  674.  This  implies  that  the  District  experienced,  comparatively 
speaking,  good  health  throughout  the  year.  It  may  well  be  that  this 
was  the  result  of  the  wonderful  weather  which  we  enjoyed — the  best 
and  longest  summer  for  many  a  year — in  sharp  contrast  to  1958.  ' 

We  were  fortunate  in  that  only  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was 
notified,  although  such  a  hot  summer  was  experienced,  and  this  must 
have  been  due  in  no  small  measure  tO'  the  effectiveness  of  the  pro¬ 
gramme  of  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  parents  of  those  children  who  have  not  yet  taken  advantage  of 
this  benefit  for  their  children  will  no'  longer  hesitate  to  register  them 
at  once. 

Notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever  increased  from  84  to  148,  and 
although  this  disease  is  now  regarded  in  most  quarters  as  being  exceed¬ 
ingly  mild,  I  think  the  observation  should  be  made  that  in  the  District 
as  a  whole  I  have  seen  more  cases  of  nephritic  and  nephrotic  damage 
to  renal  organs  amongst  school  children  in  this  area  than  compared 
with  their  counterparts  in  the  south  of  England.  It  is  difficult  to 
understand  the  significance  of  this  observation,  unless  the  latent 
effects  of  Scarlet  Fever,  or  attacks  by  the  streptococcus  are  more  serious 
and  virulent  than  is  widely  supposed.  Some  Authorities,  of  course, 
identify  the  adverse  climate  as  also  playing  a  part.  Whatever  may  be 
the  true  position  in  this  matter  the  increased  number  of  cases  does 
give  one  food  for  thought.  It  is  not  unusual  in  a  case  of  Scarlet 
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Fever  to  get  a  relapse  or  a  recurrent  attack  shortly  after  discharge 
from  hospital,  and,  during  the  year  one  girl  was  unfortunate  enough 
to  experience  three  separate  attacks.  Strangely  enough,  in  a  previous 
year  she  had  had  one  such  attack,  making  four  in  all. 


B.C.G.  vaccination  was  again  offered  to  school  children  aged  13 
years  and  the  programme  was  extended  to  include  all  those  children 
over  13  years  of  age.  The  response  in  the  senior  schools  of  the 
District  was  excellent  and  the  percentage  of  parents  who  accepted  the 
benefits  of  this  scheme  for  their  children  was  higher  than  ever. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  head  teachers  and  their  staff  who  so 
ably  coped  with  the  medical  arrangements  and  actively  co-operated 
with  us.  The  excellent  work  done  by  Dr.  M.  T.  Vass  and  Health 
Visitors  Mrs.  S.  K.  Scott,  Miss  P.  Attwood  and  Miss  F.  Avery  is  much 
appreciated. 

Various  health  campaigns  were  carried  out  in  the  year  with  the 
assistance  of  Parish  Councils,  Senior  Schools,  Libraries,  County 
Clinics  and  Doctors  in  the  District.  These  campaigns  covered  the 
following  subjects  :  — 

1.  — Safety  in  the  Home. 

2.  — Dental  Health  and  Hygiene. 

Films  and  film  strips  were  made  available  to  the  schools,  in 
addition  to^  displays  of  posters  and  pamphlets.  I  would  like  to  thank 
Dr.  J.  M.  D.  Corrigan  for  her  assistance  in  these  campaigns. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  associated  with  the  procuring  of  suitable 
sites  for  tipping  operations  in  connection  with  the  disposal  of  house¬ 
hold  refuse,  it  was  decided  to  set  up  a  working  party  tO’  investigate 
Municipal  Composting.  This  is  particularly  appropriate,  as  it  is  de¬ 
sirable  for  a  new  regional  sewage  scheme  to  be  prepared  to  cope  with 
the  ever-increasing  number  of  houses  and  tO'  relieve  sewage  works 
already  seriously  overloaded  in  the  south  of  the  District.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  Municipal  Composting  has  much  to  offer  the  District 
if  the  processing  can  be  designed  to  cope  efficiently  with  the  manifold 
problems  involved.  The  process  of  obtaining  valuable  compost  from 
sewage  and  household  refuse  is  one  which  is  popular  on  the  European 
Continent.  The  working  party  visited  Edinburgh  and  Dumfries,  and 
will  later  on  be  visiting  Leatherhead,  in  order  to  assess  on  the  spot 
the  various  problems  associated  with  this  process.  There  is  no^  doubt 
that  the  basic  principle  of  returning  to  the  soil  valuable  organic 
material  is  excellent  in  conception,  and  it  only  remains  for  man  to 
devise  and  modify  nature’s  processes  in  an  efficient  manner  to  bring 
this  problem  to  a  successful  conclusion. 
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The  flooding  of  the  Little  Eaton  area,  associated  with  Bottle 
Brook,  has  been  the  subject  of  negotiation  and  discussion  with  the 
Trent  River  Board  and  other  Authorities  concerned.  Trent  River  Board 
engineers  have  prepared  a  plan  involving  the  expenditure  of  some 
£35,000  and  the  Council  will  be  responsible  for  their  portion  of  the 
Vvork.  This  is  a  very  essential  measure  if  the  area  is  to  be  rid  of  the 
ever  present  danger  of  flooding  in  times  of  heavy  rain.  In  addition, 
the  Trent  River  Board  has  now  completed  its  scheme  in  respect  of  the 
River  Erewash  which  flows  through  Sandiacre  and  this  should  prevent 
any  further  serious  flooding  from  occurring  in  the  future. 

The  canal  which  traverses  the  District  from  Long  Eaton  tO'  Derby 
and  beyond,  has  also  been  in  the  news,  necessitating  representations 
to  the  Derby  Canal  Company.  As  a  result  of  the  meeting  of  all  parties 
concerned  with  this  problem,  it  is  hoped  that  concrete  plans  will  be 
forthcoming  from  the  areas  directly  concerned,  i.e'.,  Parish  Councils, 
etc.  in  order  that  this  very  complex  problem  may  be  dealt  with  in  an 
effective  and  efficient  manner,  bringing  benefits  to  the  District  instead 
of  having  a  nuisance  value  as  at  present. 

The  Council  have  continued  to  raise  the  standard  of  housing 
generally  in  the  District  by  way  of  Improvement  Grants,  and  Loans 
for  House  Purchase.  Amenities  such  as  hot  water  supply,  bathrooms 
and  W.C.  accommodation,  kitchen  and  food  storage  facilities  are 
provided  with  the  assistance  of  Improvement  Grants. 

Conversions  of  the  older  type  of  property  into  flats  also  rank  for 
grant,  and  give  the  double  advantage  of  modernisation  of  old  premises 
with  the  provision  of  proper  amenities,  whilst  providing  much  needed 
housing  accommodation.  The  amounts  so  far  advanced  up  to-  31st 
March,  1960,  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants  and  House 
Purchase  Loans  since  the  coming  into'  force  of  the  Act,  were  £24,700 
and  £237,372  respectively. 

The  confidence  of  the  public  in  this  Authority  is  perhaps  best  ex¬ 
emplified  by  the  amount  of  money  they  have  invested  in  it  ;  which 
totals  some  £1,013,825  up  to  31st  March,  1960,  and  commands  an 
an  interest  rate  of  5^% — 6%. 

Details  relating  to  other  matters  of  health,  vital  statistics,  water, 
housing  and  sanitation  of  the  District  are  set  out  in  the  body  of  the 
Report. 

The  Principal  of  the  Morley  Agricultural  Institute,  P.  A.  Missen, 
Esq.,  M.A.  Dept.  Agri.  (Cantab.)  once  again  has  provided  meteoro¬ 
logical  data  and  his  observations  on  the  climatic  conditions  experienced 
during  the  year. 
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My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  D.  E.  Jowett,  our  Water  Manager,  for 
the  year’s  report  relating  to  the  activities  of  the  Water  Undertaking. 
I  should  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreci¬ 
ation  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
personally,  for  his  assistance  and  that  of  his  staff  throughout  the  year. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  valiant  work  undertaken  by  our 
Housing  Welfare  Officer,  Miss  Brookes,  s.r.n.,  s.c.m.,  h.v.,  in  dealing 
with  the  problems  arising  in  connection  with  the  tenants  on  the 
Council’s  Housing  Estates. 

My  Senior  Public  Health  Officer,  Mr.  G.  L.  Roe,  has  once  more 
been  most  helpful  on  all  occasions.  To  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  the  clerical  staff  I  extend  my  thanks  for  their  loyal  and  efficient 
work  throughout  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  you.  Sir,  and  your  fellow  members  of  the  Council 
for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have  all  accorded  me.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  148  (84)  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  in  the  District 
during  the  year.  Although  the  course  of  this  disease  is  now  relatively 
mild  it  proved  necessary  on  medical,  social,  and  environmental  grounds 
for  ten  cases  to  be  admitted  tO'  hospital.  Most  cases  occurred  in  the 
5 — 9  age  group. 

The  tables  below  give  details  relating  to  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  notifications  and  also  the  numbers  occurring  in  the  various 
parishes.  It  will  be  noticed  that  Alvaston,  Chaddesden,  Melbourne 
and  Spondon  had  the  largest  number  of  notifications.

In  spite  of  a  comparatively  small  number  of  cases  notified  during 
the  year,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents,  and  in  particular  the  mothers 
of  young  children,  are  convinced  of  the  efficacy  of  the  combined 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  which  is  available  to 
their  children  through  the  family  practitioner  under  the  National 
Health  Service. 

The  three  injections  which  are  required  should  commence  at  the 
age  of  5 — 6  months,  being  completed  by  the  time  the  child  is  9  months 
old,  and  a  booster  dose  being  due  just  prior  to  the  child  entering  the 
primary  school. 

PROTECTION  AGAINST  WHOOPiNG-COUGH. 

Amongst  infants  who  survive  the  first  months  of  life  whooping- 
cough  is  still  an  important  cause  of  death.  In  each  of  the  years  1955- 
57  ,  about  80  children  died  of  it  in  England  and  Wales.  This  is  a 
small  number  compared  with  1950,  when  deaths  numbered  about  400, 
and  1947,  when  they  were  were  over  800.  Better  methods  of  treating 
the  disease  must  have  played  a  large  part  in  this,  but  immunization 
probably  helped,  at  least  latterly,  by  reducing  its  severity.  A  sharp 
fall  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease  has  been  noticeable  since  the 
autumn  of  1957  ;  whether  it  is  a  consequence  of  building  up  a  large 
population  of  immunized  children  is  still  debatable. 

Immunization  in  Great  Britain  began  on  a  small  scale,  and  with 
vaccines  that  were  not  very  effective  by  modern  standards,  during  the 
second  world  war.  In  1946  the  Medical  Research  Council  started  a 
series  of  large  trials  of  various  vaccines,  19  in  all  being  tested,  and  the 
final  report  of  its  Whooping-Cough  Immunization  Committee  is 
now  published.  The  main  conclusion  of  the  committee  is  expressed 
in  these  words  taken  from  its  final  report  :  ‘The  results  of  the  trials 
clearly  showed  that  it  was  possible  by  vaccination  to  produce  a  high 
degree  of  protection  against  the  disease.” 
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In  view  of  the  concern  now  being  expressed  about  complicated 
immunization  schedules  for  young  children  it  is  gratifying  that  these 
trials  also  proved  the  combined  diphtheria-pertussis  vaccine  to  be 

AS  EFFECTIVE  AS  THE  PERTUSSIS  VACCINE  ALONE. 


It  is  worth  noting  the  Medical  Research  Councirs  committee’s 
conclusion  that  pertussis  vaccines  which  come  up  to  the  required 
standard  will  produce  “  substantial  protection  ”  against  the  disease. 
The  most  effective  protection  recorded  in  the  trials  reduced  the 
ATTACK  RATE  IN  THE  INOCULATED  CHILDREN  TO  4%  OF  THAT  IN  THE 
UNINOCULATED.  Perhaps  in  general  a  reduction  to  about  10%  (or  90% 
protection)  may  be  expected.  It  thus  seems  possible  that  immuniza¬ 
tion,  if  widely  carried  out,  will  reduce  the  disease  in  the  next  few 
YEARS  to  a  small  fraction  even  of  its  present  incidence.

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Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  (paralytic)  occurred  in 
a  boy  aged  seven  years  at  Melbourne,  compared  with  12  cases  the 
previous  year  of  which  9  were  of  the  paralytic  type — a  very  significant 
reduction  in  the  number  of  cases. 

The  table  shows  the  number  of  notifications  each  year  since  the 
disease  became  notifiable  in  1921.  The  figures  for  each  decade  are 
indeed  startling,  e.g.  1920’s — 3  ;  1930’s  5  ;  1940’s — 12  and  1950’s — 
65  ;  demonstrating  how  much  this  is  a  disease  of  modern  times.

Measures  adopted  were  those  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  their  pamphlet,  July  1954,  No.  93222/7/63.  This  meant 
the  exclusion  of  all  children  who  were  close  contacts  of  a  case  of 

Poliomyelitis  from'  school  for  21  days  and  their  parents  were  recom- 

mended,  as  far  as  possible,  to  enforce  home  and  garden  quarantine. 
The  parents  of  all  the  children  concerned  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  manner  of  their  full  co-operation  in  this  matter,  showing  such  a 
high  level  of  public  health  “consciousness.” 

These  procedures  have  been  instituted  in  accordance  with  the 
epidemiological  conception  that  there  is  a  “  narrow  stream  of  infec¬ 
tion”  and  that  most  cases  occur  amongst  the  younger  susceptibles. 

The  experience  gained  during  previous  years  again  emphasises 
the  great  need  during  an  epidemic  year  for  all  cases  of  persistent 
temperature  or  influenzal  conditions  to  be  treated  as  suspected  Polio¬ 
myelitis.  The  patient  can  do  much  for  himself  and  the  population  by 
resting  quietly  at  home  and  avoiding  undue  physical  exertion  or 
exercise,  whilst  calling  in  medical  assistance.  This  will  do  much  to 
limit  paralysis  should  it  occur. 

By  staying  at  hom'e  the  patient  further  limits  the  spread  of  the 
disease  by  reducing  the  number  of  contacts  concerned.  A  few  days^ 
rest  BECAUSE  OF  A  FEBRILE  COLD  WILL  do  nothing  but  good, 
even  if  it  is  a  false  alarm. 
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POLIOMYELITIS. 

There  are  several  simple  ways  in  which  the  discerning  parents 
can  reduce  the  risk  of  their  children  of  picking  up  poliomyelitis  virus 
at  epidemic  periods. 

1.  Avoid  Overcrowding.  It  is  the  risk  of  the  disease  being 
rapidly  spread  through  crowds  at  places  like  swimming  baths,  that  is 
the  danger,  not  the  baths  themselves.  The  same  applies  to  densely 
packed  trains  and  buses  and,  to  some  extent,  crowded  beaches. 

2.  Avoid  excessive  physical  strain. 

3.  Without  being  unduly  fussy,  minor  upsets  should  not  be 

TREATED  TOO  LIGHTLY. 

4.  Scrupulous  handwashing  and  cleanliness  has  some  pro¬ 
tective  value  and  people  suffering  from  a  cold  or  sore  throat  should 
use  gargles  and  paper  handkerchiefs  that  can  be  burned  immediately. 

To-day  vaccination  is  already  altering  the  poliomyelitis  picture. 
Rigid  control  of  vaccine  preparation  and  the  fact  that  some  12,000,000 
children  have  been  vaccinated  in  Britain  up  to  December,  1959, 
indicates  the  safety  of  this  procedure. 

That  vaccination  does  give  protection  has  been  established  in  a 
great  number  of  countries.  The  Medical  Research  Council’s  report 
on  the  British  vaccine  also  shows  that  a  considerable  degree  of 
protection  is  conferred  against  the  paralytic  form  of  this  disease. 

Meningococcal  Infection. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  in  a  child  under  1  year  of 
age  which  unfortunately  proved  to  be  fatal. 

Acute  Encephalitis. 

No  cases  of  Acute  Encephalitis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas. 

Four  (4)  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified,  oocurring  in  patients 
aged  from  15  and  over.  One  case  was  admitted  to  hospital.

Dysentery. 

This  disease  presents  a  difficult  Public  Health  problem,  but 
fortunately  no  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


Smallpox. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Chicken  Pox. 

Although  this  disease  is  not  officially  notifiable,  general  prac¬ 
titioners  notified  several  cases. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 
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Tuberculosis. 

Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

23  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  The  proportion  occurring  in  the  15-24  age  group  ps  the 
average  normally  associated  with  urban  development.  It  is  hoped 
that  with  the  advent  of  B.C.G.  Vaccine  it  will  be  possible  to  reduce 
the  percentage  of  cases  in  this  age  group  to  a  minimum.  They  are, 
in  the  main,  early  cases  and  represent  the  impact  of  industry  on  the 
younger  generation  who  have  left  school.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  more  males  are  still  affected  than  females. 


B.C.G.  vaccination  is  now  offered  to  all  pupils  aged  13  and  over 
attending  senior  schools  in  the  district. 


For  treatment  to  be  successful  every  effort  must  be  made  to  find 
the  disease  at  the  earliest  possible  stage  and  with  the  present  services 
available,  there  can  be  little  excuse  for  any  adult  not  seeking  the 
advice  of  the  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  Green  Lane  Clinic,  Derby, 
through  the  kind  offices  of  his  or  her  doctor.

The  Minister  of  Food  issued  a  special  milk  designation  order, 
making  this  District  one  in  which  only  designated  milk  may  be  sold 
after  1st  October,  1954.  Designated  milks  are  pasteurised  milk, 
sterilised  milk  and  tuberculin  tested  milk.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
practice  of  extending  such  areas  throughout  the  country  will,  in  the 
course  of  time,  prevent  the  occurrence  of  this  disease.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  no  cases  occurred  during  the  year  in  this  district. 

Tuberculosis — Other. 

Six  cases  of  Tuberculosis  other  than  P'ulmonary  or  Meningitis, 
were  noted  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  eight  the  previous  year. 
Four  cases  occurred  in  females  and  only  two  in  males.  In  1955  fifteen 
cases  were  notified.

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REVIEW  OF  TUBERCULOSIS  MORBIDITY  AND  MORTALITY  OVER 
THE  LAST  21  YEARS  (1938-59)  IN  SOUTH  EAST  DERBYSHIRE

During  the  period  under  review,  notifications  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  reached  a  maximum  of  66  in  1949,  63  in  1950  and  58  in 
1951  ;  reflecting  no  doubt  the  aftermath  of  World  War  II.  However, 
the  highest  total  incidence  of  the  disease,  recorded  bi-annually, 
occurred  in  1937/8,  which  was  11.8  per  10,000  of  the  population.  This 
figure  has  steadily  decreased  to  4.19  in  1957/8,  and  2.56  in  1959. 

The  lowest  number  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notifications  was 
23  in  1959',  although  it  should  be  noted  that  there  were  30  cases  in 
1958.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  diminished  incidence  continues. 

The  advent  of  the  heat  treatment  on  milk  supplies  in  the  District 
does  not  yet  seem  to^  have  resulted  in  a  general  reduction  of  notifications 
with  regard  to  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  as  these  numbers  still 
remain  too  high.  It  is  hoped  to  see  a  decrease  in  the  near  future. 

Mortality  in  pulmonary  tuberculosis  has  indeed  changed  with  a 
maximum  of  29  deaths  in  1941  and  28  in  1948  to  4,  5  and  3  deaths 
respectively  in  1956/7  &  8.  This  has  no  doubt  been  due  to  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  new  forms  of  effective  treatment,  such  as  chemo-therapy, 
anti-biotics,  surgery,  etc. 

Over  the  period  in  question,  a  fact  that  must  be  morne  in  mind 
is  that  of  the  ever  increasing  population^ — -from  54,260  in  1937  to 
90,950  in  1959.

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Several  discernible  alterations  have  occurred  with  regard  to  the 
age  at  which  persons  have  been  attacked  by  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
For  the  first  sixteen  years  of  the  period  the  main  force  of  the  disease 
has  fallen  upon  the  25-44  age  group — the  wage  earning  age,  but  in 
the  last  five  years,  this  has  greatly  decreased,  with  a  consequent  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  total  number  of  notifications  ;  males  are  more  ordinarily 
affected  than  females  throughout  the  period. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  numbers  of  persons  in  the  over 
45  age  group  have  remained  steady  throughout  the  whole  period  and 
therefore  now  represent  a  greater  proportion  of  the  total  than  pre¬ 
viously.  These  cases  may  represent  the  older  and  more  chronic 
forms  of  the  disease,  and  therefore  present  a  special  danger  to  the 
community.  In  this  age  group  also'  males  have  been  the  more  vulner¬ 
able,  except  for  1957  when  females  showed  a  preponderance. 


It  is  important,  therefore,  in  any  Mass  Radiography  campaign  in 
the  District  that  every  effort  should  be  made  not  only  to  get  all  age 
groups  of  the  population  to  attend,  but  special  stress  should  be  made 
with  regard  to  those  over  45  years  of  age,  male  and  female^ — indeed,  it 
would  seem  from  our  records  that  Grandad’s  chronic  cough  might 
well  be  dangerous. 


The  numbers  of  cases  occurring  in  those  aged  15-24  have  de¬ 
creased  slightly  and  if  B.C.G.  vaccination  had  been  started  earlier  in 
the  area,  we  might  well  have  been  tempted  tO'  suggest  both  the  cause 
and  effect,  but  this  did  not  commence  until  1957.  In  the  first  instance 
it  was  offered  by  the  County  School  Health  Services  for  those  aged 
13  years  old,  but  in  the  current  year  it  has  been  extended  to  all  those 
of  13  years  and  over.  In  the  future  no  doubt  this  will  play  an  im¬ 
portant  part  in  reducing  the  incidence  of  the  disease  amongst  the 
15-24  age  group.  This  is  an  important  age  group  since  the  individuals 
concerned  are  on  the  threshhold  of  entering  industry  and  undergoing 
new  conditions,  stresses  and  strains  in  the  course  of  their  employment, 
where  they  may  well  meet  an  undetected  case  of  tuberculosis. 


Amongst  the  cases  occuring  in  the  under  15  age  group  it  will  be 
practically  certain  that  they  caught  their  infection  from  an  infective 
source,  either  from  the  family,  friends  or  neighbours.  It  is,  there¬ 
fore,  important,  that  when  such  cases  occur  the  family  should  be 
x-rayed  as  a  prerautionary  measure  in  an  effort  to  find  the  source.

Council  and  private  development,  has  played  a  veiy^  important  part 
in  the  fight  against  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  the  present  position 
must  be  due  in  large  measure  to^  this  factor.  In  addition,  in  recent 
times,  redistribution  of  income  with  the  resultant  raised  standard  of 
living,  increased  amenities,  wider  range  of  foods,  etc.,  will  all  have 
made  a  contribution. 

Progress  from  now  on  will,  of  necessity,  be  slower,  but  this  should 
be  no'  cause  for  despondency  or  complacency,  since  no-one  can  be 
satisfied  until  this  disease  has  been  eradicated  from  the  community. 
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APPENDIX  («') 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  Dr.  Hutchinson,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  Kingston-upon-Hull  states  that  their  B.C.G.  vaccination 
scheme,  which  commenced  in  1954,  has  apparently  been  remarkably 
successful.  Over  the  period  1954-1958  no  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  occurred  in  children  who'  received  B.C.G.  vaccination.  Of  the 
25%  of  school  leavers  who'  did  not  accept  B.C.G.  there  were  19  cases. 
The  one  thing  lacking  from  this  report  is  unfortunately,  the  notifica¬ 
tions  in  this  age  group  for  previous  years. 


(b)  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  commenced  in  this  District  in 
November  1957,  when  it  was  offered  to  those  children  aged  13  at 
Chaddesden  Secondary  Modern  School  and  the  response  was  very 
good.  In  1958  all  senior  schools  in  the  area  had  the  opportunity  of 
accepting  and  quoted  below  are  the  percentages  of  acceptances  from 
the  various  schools.  (Figures  in  parentheses  are  for  previous  yeat).

(d)  B.C.G.  Vaccine  In  the  Preventi+ion  of  Tuberculosis  in  Adolescents. 

A  second  report  to  the  Medical  Research  Council  by  their 
Tuberculosis  Vaccines  Clinical  Trials  Committee  is  now  available. 
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56,700  participants  were  initially  free,  both  from  active  tubercu¬ 
losis  and  from  known  contact  with  the  disease  at  home.  On  entry 
the}^  were  children  aged  14  to  15^  years  and  about  to  leave  school  ; 
they  are  now  young  men  and  women  aged  between  21  and  23  years. 
The  great  majority  have  continued  to  live  in  their  original  urban  areas, 
i.e..  North  London,  Birmingham  and  Manchester,  apart  from  the  two 
years  period  of  military  service  which  has  involved  about  two-thirds 
of  the  young  men. 

This  second  report  presents  results  in  the  trial  for  5  years,  with 
preliminary  information  up  to  years. 

Briefly,  during  the  5  year  period  the  B.C.G.  vaccinated  group  were 
afforded  protection  attributed  to  83%.  This  protection  related  to 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  tuberculosis  pleural  effusion.  On  the  other 
hand,  no  case  of  tubercular  meningitis  and  miliary  tuberculosis  was 
found  amongst  the  vaccinated  group,  although  these  conditions  apper¬ 
tained  amongst  those  who  were  not  vaccinated.  It  is  also'  stated  that 
the  lesions  which  occurred  in  the  vaccinated  cases  were  less  extensive 
and  less  severe  than  those  in  the  unvaccinated  cases. 

The  incomplete  figures  for'  the  period  beyond  5  years  also  show 
no  evidence  of  any  serious  decline  in  the  protection  offered  by  vaccin¬ 
ation  with  B.C.G. 

This  report  would  seem  to  be  conclusive  evidence  that  B.C.G. 
vaccination  could  be  a  major  factor  in  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis 
in  adolescents. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Immunisation  in  the  District  is  undertaken  by  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  and  also  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  the  County 
Council  at  the  various  Clinics. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  have  very  kindly  pro¬ 
vided  detailed  figures  relating  to  the  District. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  1959  (primary 
immunisation  only)  was  1,538.  Details  as  follows  :  —

The  policy  of  offering  Diphtheria  Immunisation  to  schoolchildren 
whilst  they  are  in  attendance  at  school  has  been  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  parents.  This  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  children  who, 
because  of  ill  health,  etc.,  had  not  been  immunised,  being  given  the 
^opportunity  of  having  the  injections  at  school. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  erection  of  Electric  Power  Stations  along  the  River  Trent  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  District  is  responsible  for  the  selection  of  6  Atmos¬ 
pheric  Pollution  Sites  at  Aston-on-Trent,  Shardlow,  Littleover  and 
Sinfin,  Ramsley  and  Stanton-by-Bridge. 


The  sites  are  advantageously  placed  to  detect  Atmospheric  Pollu¬ 
tion  occurring  from  the  Electric  Power  Stations  at  Castle  D'onington 
and  Willington.  The  equipment  at  these  sites  consists  of  (a)  Sulphur 
Dioxde  Gauge  and  or  {b)  Standard  Deposit  Gauge.  These  measure 
per  month  :  — 

(1)  Weight  of  Sulphur  Trioxide  in  milligrammes. 

(2)  Rainfall  in  inches. 

(3)  Total  Deposit  (a)  Water  Soluble. 

(6)  Water  Insoluble. 


The  monthly  analyses  are  carried  out  by  the  Derbyshire  County 
Analyst’s  Department.  These  have  been  recorded  in  the  following 
table  for  1957,  1958  and  1959.

WEATHER  AT  DERBYSHIRE  EARM  INSTITUTE 
BROOMEIELD  HALL,  MORLEY,  DERBY,  DURING  1959. 

I  think  the  figures  for  last  year  hardly  need  any  comment.  I 
could  say  that  two  or  three  years  ago  I  said  that  there  was  no*  pattern 
in  the  weather  :  the  last  two  years  amply  demonstrate  this.  After 
one  of  the  wettest  summers  for  some  years,  we  had  the  driest  year  for 
a  very  long  time.  ^ 

The  most  striking  thing,  apart  from  the  very  low  rainfall  in  1959, 
is  the  very  large  increase  in  the  number  of  hours  of  sunshine  ;  which 
indeed  is  very  nearly  half  as  much  again  as  in  the  previous  two  years.

ROAD  SAFETY. 


The  Committee,  composed  of  representatives  of  the  Rural 
District  Council,  Police,  Schoolteachers,  Public  Transport,  Women’s 
Institute,  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  British  Road  Services, 
Derby  and  District  Trades  Council,  Parent  Teachers  Association  and 
Cycling  and  Motor  Cycling  interests,  continued  its  activities  during 
1959  and  held  nine  meetings. 


Emphasis  was  again  placed  on  the  training  and  testing  of  child 
cyclists  for  the  Cycling  Proficiency  Test.  Difficulties  are  experienced 
in  arranging  the  training  and  testing  sessions  to  fit  in  with  school 
programmes,  holidays,  etc.,  but  better  progress  was  made  during  the 
year,  when  196  childen  passed  the  test  as  compared  with  71  during 
1958.  This  is  still  a  small  figure  compared  with  the  number  of 
children  attending  schools  in  the  district.  In  a  rural  area  however, 
due  to  the  wide  area  to  be  covered,  the  training  and  testing  facilities 
have  to  be  taken  to  the  schools,  while  urban  areas  are  at  an  advantage 
in  that  a  central  training  and  testing  area  can  be  established  to  which 
the  children  can  go.

The  details  of  the  accidents  are  numerous  and  varied,  but  the 
numbers  could  so  easily  be  reduced  both  locally  and  nationally  if  all 
road  users  would  just  show  that  little  extra  care  and  courtesy. 


HOUSING  WELFARE  OFFICER 

Miss  P.  Brookes,  s.r.n.,  s.c.m.,h-v.,  is  the  Housing  Welfare 
Officer  of  this  Authority.  Her  work  deals  directly  with  the  tenants  on 
the  Council’s  housing  estates.  The  total  number  of  houses  on  the 
Authority’s  estates  is  recorded  elsewhere. 

Among  her  duties  are  the  following  :  — 

(a)  To  help  and  assist  by  practical  instruction  and  advice  families 
causing  concern  to  this  Authority  because  of  their  inability  to  cope 
with  the  ordinary  day-to-day  problems.  These  families  may  have 
been  brought  to  notice  because  of  the  lack  of  care  of  house,  property 
and  garden,  or  differences  with  neighbours  or  neglected  state  of 
children  ;  poor  rent  records,  or  other  family  problems  such  as  ill- 
health,  etc. 

(b)  To  watch  over  the  interests  and  visit  old  people  occupying 
Council  houses. 

(c)  To  investigate  neighbours’  disputes  and  quarrels  and  other 
troubles  between  tenants  with  a  view  to  a  satisfactory  solution 
on  the  spot. 

(if)  To  assist  the  Housing  Maintenance  Officer  in  the  work  of  the 
Housing  Maintenance  Dept. 

(e)  To  visit  and  inspect  houses  which  are  the  subject  of  a  proposed 
exchange  between  tenants. 
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Housing. 

This  Authority  has  every  reason  for  being  proud  of  its  Housing 
programme  having  erected  some  4,495  dwellings  in  all.  Of  this 
number  3,241  permanent  dwellings  have  been  erected  since  the  war. 


324  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  in  1959.  One  feature 
concerning  the  erection  of  new  housing  which  is  worthy  of  note  is  the 
increasing  number  erected  in  the  District  by  private  enterprise. 

The  Council  has  wisely  supported  the  Housing  Committee  in  its 
endeavour  to  provide  premises  having  suitable  groundfloor  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  elderly.  This  is  being  provided  in  the  form  of  bunga¬ 
lows  in  all  its  future  housing  schemes.  It  will  be  seen  therefore  that 
the  aim  is  to  treat  the  elderly  as  an  integral  part  of  the  community, 
not  as  a  class  apart. 


Bungalows  at  present  being  erected  are  of  the  one  and  two- 
bedroomed  type.  The  latter  can  be  used  equally  well  by  young 
married  couples  with  or  without  a  small  family,  besides  the  elderly. 
Single  bedroom  bungalows  are  also  planned  for  almost  every  parish 
in  the  District. 


In  pursuance  of  this  policy  group  schemes  have  been  planned  at 
Sandiacre,  Spondon  and  Chaddesden,  The  Sandiacre  scheme  on  the 
Vine  Farm  Estate  has  now  come  to  fruition  and  is  proving  a  great 
boon  to  the  area,  owing  to  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  in  the 
population  generally.  Bungalows  have  also  been  erected  on  the  Stanley 
Common  Estate,  which  are  suitable  for  the  elderly. 


The  Council’s  policy  on  Clean  Air  has  been  referred  to  in  my 
introduction. 

Fuel  appliances  are  provided  which  use  coke  or  smokeless  fuel 
efficiently.  The  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  have  guaranteed  that 
sufficient  fuel  of  this  type  will  be  available  to  ensure  the  success  of 
these  areas.  The  first  three  smokeless  zones  were  sanctioned  by  the 
Council  before  the  passing  by  Parliament  of  the  Clean  Air  Bill.

The  Parishes  of  the  Shardlov/  Rural  District  suppled  with 
water  by  the  Derby  Corporation  are  :  - — xMvaston  -  Boulton,  Breadsall, 
Chaddesden,  Little  Eaton,  Littleover,  Spondon  and  the  Parishes  of 
Arleston  and  Sinfin  and  Sinfin  Moor  which  are  supplied  by  special 
agreement. 

The  Shardlow  Rural  District  Council  water  area  consists  of  the 
Parishes  of  Aston-on-Trent,  Barrow-oo-Trent,  Breaston,  Chellaston, 
Dale  Abbey,  Derby  Hills,  D'raycoth  Elvaston,  Hopwell,  Melbourne, 
Morley,  Ockbrook,  Risley,  Sandiacre,  Shardlow,  Stanley,  Stanton-by- 
Bridge,  Stanton-by-Dale,  Swarkestone,  West  Hallam,  Weston-on- 
Trent,  Arleston  &  Sinfin,  Sinfin  Moor  (the  last  two  parishes  being 
supplied  by  Derby  Corporation  by  special  agreement). 

98.9%  of  the  population  of  the  District  and  98.9  %  of  the 
houses  in  the  District  are  provided  with  a  piped  water  supply.  Details 
will  be  found  in  the  table  on  page  — .

Direct  labour  collection  and  disposal  continued  throughout  the 
year  over  the  whole  district. 

The  replacement  of  collecting  vehicles  was  not  maintained  ;  four 
new  vehicles  were  acquired  in  1958-59  but  none  in  1959-60.  There 
was  nO'  progress  in  the  provision  of  the  permanent  garage  and 
repair  depot  at  Spondon  ;  the  lack  of  this  accommodation  is  having 
an  adverse  affect  on  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Councirs 
vehicles. 

The  collection  bonus  scheme  continued  tO'  function  well  and 
helped  to  maintain  personnel  turn-over  at  a  low  rate.  Enquiries  from 
several  other  local  authorities  were  received  regarding  the  scheme. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  increased  output  secured  by  the  operation 
of  the  bonus  scheme,  aided  by  the  use  of  larger  capacity  vehicles,  has 
enabled  the  increase  in  the  number  of  new  houses  to  be  contained 
without  increasing  the  number  of  collecting  gangs.  The  net  increase 
in  the  number  of  new  houses  in  recent  years  has  been  as  follows  :  —

Controlled  tipping  has  continued  throughout  the  year  on  sites  at 
Chellaston  and  Dale  Abbey.  The  Dale  Abbey  site  was  virtually  filled 
and  preliminary  work  commenced  on  final  covering.  For  the  time 
being  the  paper  baling  shed  is  continuing  in  use. 

The  owners  of  the  site  at  Melbourne  terminated  the  Council’s 
tenancy  and  tipping  ceased  in  March,  1959.  This  was  the  oldest  by 
far  of  any  of  the  tipping  sites  in  the  district.  Planning  consent  waS) 
obtained  for  prospective  new  sites  at  Breadsall  and  Stanton-by-Dale, 
one  small  site  in  the  latter  parish  coming  into  operation  during  the 
year.  Tipping  operations  were  commenced  at  the  disused  quarry  at 
Derby  Road,  Stanley  ;  the  existence  of  this  deep  quarry  so'  close  to 
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the  road  had  become  a  potential  source  of  danger.  Planning  consent 
was  also  given  for  tipping  in  a  small  diused  quarry  between  Breadsall 
and  Morley.  The  goodwill  of  certain  land-owners  in  the  matter  of 
tipping  sites  is  appreciated.  Although  useful  restoration  work  is 
effected  by  controlled  tipping  the  use  of  multiple  small  sites  is  expen¬ 
sive  when  compared  with  the  advantages  tO‘  be  gained  by  confining 
tipping  operations  to  a  very  few  large  sites. 

The  difficulty  of  obtaining  large  tipping  sites  in  convenient 
locations  is  causing  the  Council  to>  explore  other  methods  of  disposal 
and  a  Working  Party  was  formed  to  examine  the  possibilities  of  com¬ 
posting.  In  addition  to  disposing  of  part  of  the  total  house  refuse 
collected,  composting  can  also  utilise  substantial  amounts  of  sewage 
sludge — a  material  which  has  its  own  problems  in  the  field  of  sewage 
disposal.  The  Working  Party  visited  composting  plants  in  Scotland 
and  presented  an  interim  report  in  December,  1959.  It  is  intended 
to  visit  other  plants  in  the  South  of  England  before  making  a  final 
report.

The  sale  of  waste  paper  to*  Thames  Board  Mills,  Ltd.,  was 
continued  throughout  the  year.  The  salvage  bonus  scheme  continued

FOOD  &  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. 

201  samples,  including  110  milks,  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  South  East  Derbyshire  Rural  District  Council 
during  the  year  1959. 

No  serious  irregularities  were  disclosed  and  no  proceedings 
were  taken. 

One  sample  of  T.T.  Pasteurised  Milk  was  deficient  in  fat  and 
one  sample  of  T.T.  Channel  Island  Milk  failed  to  reach  the  higher 
standard  of  4  per  cent  fat  content  for  milk  sold  under  this  description. 
These  irregularities  were  dealt  with  by  caution  notice  and,  in  addition, 
results  of  analysis  for  the  Channel  Island  Milk  were  supplied  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  in  accordance  wdth  the 
request  in  Circular  FSH.  4/56.  One  sample  of  Pasteurised  Milk 
contained  a  small  amount  of  added  water.  Investigation  at  the  Dairy 
failed  to  disclose  any  defective  practice  and  the  firm  was  cautioned. 

An  informal  sample  of  Plain  Flour  was  deficient  in  Vitamin 
Bl.  Under  the  Flour  (Composition)  Regulations,  1956,  all  flour  is 
required  to  contain  specified  amounts  of  the  nutrients  iron.  Vitamin 
Bl  and  nicotinic  acid.  It  is  known,  however,  that  there  is  considerable 
difficulty  in  securing  a  uniform  distribution  of  small  amounts  of  these 
nutrients  throughout  a  large  quantity  of  flour  and  small  deficiencies 
in  one  sample  cannot  be  taken  as  affording  evidence  of  bad  practice 
at  the  flour  mill.  Revision  of  the  Regulation  is  under  consideration 
at  the  Ministry. 

Two'  complaints  received  from  your  Authority  were  investi¬ 
gated.  A  stain  in  a  loaf  of  BROWN  BREAD  was  found  to  be  due 
to  the  presence  of  mineral  oil,  and  in  a  sample  of  GROUND  RICE 
there  was  evidence  of  objectionable  infestation.  This  sample  con¬ 
tained  a  larva  of  the  Mediterranean  Flour  Moth,  numerous  parts  of 
insects  excreta,  and  “webbing”  such  as  is  found  in  infested  products. 
It  was  certified  as  unfit  for  sale  for  human  consumption  and  stocks 
were  withdrawn  from  the  the  shop  and  other  branches  of  the  firm 
concerned.
